But No Blackmail 


Neither the Western powers nor the 
Soviet Union have yet closed the door to 
negotiations on West Berlin and East Ger- 
many. Therein lies the hope for some sort 
of settlement which will preserve the 
peace and the freedom of two million 
West Berliners. 

Replies by the United States, Britain 
and France to Khrushchev’s demands con- 
tained no ultimatums or threats. But in 
firm language, the allies warned they 
will not tolerate unilateral Russian action 
affecting their rights in Berlin nor will 
they negotiate away the rights of West 
Berliners under threat of force. 


Khrushchev has created the crisis and 
its solution without war is in his hands. 
If he misjudges allied resolve and goes 
ahead with unilateral action and threats 
of force and bullying, war could become 
inevitable. 

Now that the Western powers have 
agreed on their willingness to negotiate, 
they should get together on their policies. 
This not only includes a firm position on 
Berlin but on the whole question of Ger- 
many. Negotiations, if they come, will be 
long and tough but only through Western 
agreement on goals and a willingness to 
face a test of strength can there be any 
assurance of success.

Mayor Tells Successor 
He'll Have Problems 


One legacy Mayor W. B. Hartsfield 
will leave his successor is a solvent city 
government. Perhaps the people have not 
had all the services and improvements 
they have demanded nor as quickly as 
they wanted them, but programs and 
taxes have been tailored to resources and 
to meeting essential needs. 

Growth of the community has been 
solid and while there are many neglected 
areas, we at least know what most of 
them are and are working at them. 

Yesterday the mayor reminded his 
successor that he’s inheriting some prob- 
lems. Since these cannot be financed out 
of current revenues, there must be a 
bond issue for such things as sewer and 
traffic improvements, parks land, a new 
city auditorium and new office space for 
city departments. All these are the conse- 
quences of growth. So is urban renewal, 
which also may require bond funds. 

The mayor also indicated that the city 
should start moving on the rapid transit 
problem, urging the federal government 
to give Atlanta top consideration in allot- 
ing study funds. 

These reminders are timely. The needs 
are here. Atlanta now has a bonding ca- 
pacity of upwards of 27 million dollars. 
While it won't finance all the things that 
need to be done, it’s time to start think- 
ing about these items which must be given 
priority within the limits of what we can 
do. 


Help the Post Office 
Trim 5 O'Clock Shadow 


Business firms ought to help the Post 
Office department whisk away its “5 
o'clock shadow.” 

Postal officials have made a reason- 
able request in urging that the biggest 
mailers send out their letters, bills, circu- 
lars, etc., earlier in the day so that han- 
dling can be spread out. As it is now, the

heaviest volume is dumped into the mail 
chutes around 5-p.m., creating a costly 
clutter. 


With the proposed postal rate hike 
having been tabled in Congress, it has 
become increasingly necessary for the 
public to cooperate with the department's 
efforts to lower operational costs. 


Mailers of circulars especially should 
do as requested in view of low rates they 
receive on sending what is often referred 
to as “junk mail” that comes uninvited by 
those whose mail boxes it floods.

New Direetion Ahead for Civil Defense 


Atlantans and Georgians are going to hear a 
lot more about civil defense in the weeks ahead. 
And in Washington the Kennedy administration 
is moving to breathe some 
life into a program which has 

been kicked around, badly 
mishandled and shrouded by 
an almost unbelievable public 
and official apathy. 

Yesterday the President iii. 
announced as a first step that Bae @ 
Secretary of Defense McNa- 
mara will become respon- a 
sible for coordinating a na- Baa 
tional civil defense program. | 
This removes control from ‘ 
the Office of Civil and De- z= 
fense Mobilization and will place it under the 
Pentagon in a new Office of Emergency plan- 
ning. In addition, the President spelled out the 
duties of the office and plans to ask Congress 
for an additional 300 million dollars for a three- 
fold expansion of the fallout shelter program. 

Of course, the Berlin crisis has pointed up 
the urgency of moving rapidly to meet the pos- 
sibility of nuclear war. It also reminds us that 
if the country is to survive a nuclear attack 
the population must be saved. 

There has been considerable argument, and 
this accounts in part for the apathy, about 
where responsibility lies for civil defense. Since 
it involves the lives of all of us and survival 
of the nation, it is indeed a national concern. 
But since it involves each of us as individuals 
also, it is a state, local and individual matter. 


That is why execution must remain largely civili- 
an in nature and leadership. 

New York State has gone further than most 
others in studies and development of a civil de- 
fense program. A special task force appointed 
by Gov. Rockefeller reported in 1959 that a 
very high degree of protection from radioactive 
fallout could be achieved, ‘‘that it is achievable 
now and achievable at a cost within the reach 
of our people and our state.” 

The same study disclosed that a simulated at- 
tack with 40 nuclear weapons was made on the 
New England states, New York and New Jersey. 
In the State of New York alone, five million 
deaths would have resulted and nearly 80 per 
cent of these would have been caused by radi- 
ation; an additional four million would have been 
seriously disabled by radiation sickness. 

The New York group said that most of these 
people could have survived with proper shield- 
ing from fallout through public and home shel- 
ters, equipped so that occupants could survive 
for a minimum of two weeks without outside 
help. The state has launched a vigorous program 
to persuade the people to do just that, with help 
from the state itself. 

“The will to survive,’ the New York study 
declared, ‘‘coupled with the ability to do so, rank 
next to military power in the nuclear age as best 
deterrents to aggression and the best assur- 
ance of final victory over any enemies who 
might attack us.” It also strengthens our hand 
at the conference tables. , 

Civil defense thus is everybody's responsi- 
bility.—-GEORGE BOSWELL.

Georgia has had its share of politicians who 
say one thing and do another, and we may even 
have some more. Like a veteran virus toughened

What Hitler got at Munich, Khrushchev seeks at Berlin. Hitler's 
rise will do for the record; the extremes of the right and left wings 


in history are equally murderous. 


Hitler rose to power in Germany with the support of the Army and 
the financing of big business. He was quite anti-Communist and very 


patriotic. 


Once in, he needed a bigger majority in his congress, the Reich-, 


stag. So he burned the Reichstag building himself, announced the 
Communists did it, and won his election a week later by frightening 


the people about the ‘‘Red plot.” 


To oppose Germany's enemies, Hitler then demanded the Reich- 
stag give him absolute executive power for four years. ‘‘The num- 
ber of cases in which an internal necessity exists for having re- 
course to such a law is in itself a limited one,”’ Hitler assured the 


country. He got the law. 


Within three weeks he had used it to abolish all German state 
governments and seize their powers. Within three months he had 
abolished all political parties but his own Nazis. In these brief days 
of 1933 Hitler made a May Day speech pledging love for German labor 
unions and on the following day dissolved them all and confiscated 


their treasuries. 


His brownshirted bullies beat and murdered men who disagreed 
and the judiciary was afraid to punish them. 


Within a year he had gagged the press, silenced dissent, driven 
Jews out of professional life, substituted dictatorship for the Weimar 
republic and then, in June of -1934, trumped up charges of another 
plot and under that smokescreen murdered the remaining men who 


opposed him. 


Meanwhile, Hitler had answered President Roosevelt's call for 
disarmament by saying he was for it and by declaring war was 
‘“mlimited madness.” While the world rejoiced at his professed 
moderation. Hitler withdrew from the Geneva disarmament con- 
ference, pulled out of the League of Nations and commenced open 


rearmament. 


Step by step, to and after Munich, he lied about peaceful aims 
and deliberately shoved toward conquest or war until, over Poland, 
Britain rose and struck the blow that had to come. 


Khrushchev sounds as reasonable as Hitler did.

2. A sinister anti-Bowles plot 
among the liberal White House 
staff advisers of Mr. Kennedy. 
These men, in the very same 
mythology, are supposed to be 
‘getting’ Bowles. 

3. A sinister anti-Bowles_ plot 
among the entrenched career men 
at the State department. These, 
in the same mythology, are sup- 
posed to be “‘out’’ for Bowles just 
because he is under secretary of 
state. 

Now for the real, the factual 
story of Chester Bowles. 

He was an early advocate of 
Kennedy for President in a state, 
Connecticut, where no Democratic 
politician could be sensibly any- 
thing else.

Again, when the patriots’ in- 
vasion of Castro's Cuba was lost. 
Bowles leaked it out that he, at 
least, had never favored this ef- 
fort. Many others had made a 
great mistake. But Bowles had 
been right all the time. 

This was one instance of 
“creative thinking’ by Bowles 
which made no hit with John F. 
Kennedy.

It was in 
this quarter that the word about 
Bowles was passed last weekend, 
wholly accurate at the time. 

But Kennedy, like all presi- 
dents, is unwilling to act out a 
script set before him in the 
newspapers as he prepares for 
the event. And also in this in- 
stance, as often before in situa- 
tions centering around Bowles, 
the advance publication of the 
detailed script engineered a pres- 
sure in his behalf from political 
‘liberals’ who rate him as one of 
their most ardent and articulate. 

It was Bowles who thrust into 
the Democratic national platform 
of 1960 virtually every public 
proposal and ‘‘ism”’ in the politi- 
cal creed of these Democrats and 
their group affiliates. And once

more the technique of pressure 
they emplovec was as skillful as 
that perfected by their leader him- 
self during his successful career 
in advertising. 

Hence President Kennedy on

For centuries the test of a 
pearl’s value has been the 
“jaw” test. Inferior pearls are 
supposed to crush or scratch 
between the heavy jaws of a 
Syrian merchant. Tooth prints 
devalue the merchandise. 

There are many imitation 
products on today’s market. 
For 79 cents one can buy a 
copy of the old masters: bright 
color, cheap board and all. 
Painted tarpaper passes for 
“real bricks’’, fake impressions 
on wallpaper give the illusion 
of hand-paintings, alloys repre- 
senting many mixtures are 
bought for the real steel. As a 
matter of fact, nearly every- 
thing has been reproduced in 
cheap media at cheap prices. 

The concern about cheap imi- 
tations is not that inferior 
gadgets can be bought for 98 
cents, but that many people 
have settled for a 98-cent-phil- 
osophy, or a 79cent-outlook on 
life. Cut-rate, bargain base- 
ment thinking, short-cut morali- 
ty. simulated ethics, synthetic 
affections, all are part and 
parcel of our way of life. So 
many have accepted them that 
their salesmen boast, ‘‘No one 
will know the difference—just 
about as good as the real 
thing.”’ 

When asked why he spent so 
much time in chiseling, shap- 
ing and polishing the back side 
of his marble statues since 
they would be mounted against 
the wall where no one would 
ever see them, the sculptor 
answered, “But I will know 
they are not finished. Beauty 


demands as near perfect a pro- 
duct as man is capable of 
producing. I must finish my 
work, no shortcuts please.” 

Cheap, shoddy merchandise is 
bad enough but imitation in 
character and personality is 
worse. It is not very charitable 
to admit it but it is gospel 
truth that there are a lot of 
phony people in our world. They 
just don't have the real ring 
of the real. Superficiality, shal- 
lowness, and artificial mimi- 
cry hover about in tell-tale 
evidence. When subjected to 
any test of genuineness, such 
characters flunk one by one.

Fulton is one of the few coun- | 
ties where it is still necessary | 
for food handlers to have health | 
cards in order to work. Miss 
Jones applied for a _ certificate | 
about a year ago, and some | 
changes were noticed in her | 
lungs on the X-ray. Health offi- | 
cials tried to track her down for 
further examination, but she .had | 
disappeared. The place where 
she worked was closed, and her | 
relatives would not assist the 
health officers in finding her. 


WHERE AND WHO? 


Where had she been in the 
course of the last year? Whom | 
did she know? To whom did she 
give this disease that finally 
killed her? 


TB is a big problem here, and 
it’s a problem that may be grow- | 
ing. | 

Dr. James F. Hackney, Ful- | 
ton health commissioner, said, 
‘As of the first of this month, | 
we've got 1,991 diagnosed cases | 
of TB on our register. There are | 
256 of these in sanitoria. A total | 
of 365 persons are being treated | 
at home.”’ | 


In the first six months of this 
year, 163 new cases of TB were 
diagnosed in Fulton County, but 
some health officials fear the 
figure will begin to rise. 


One of the busiest areas in the 
gleaming new County Health De- 
partment Building is the TB clinic | 
section. Here, day after. day, | 
hundreds of TB victims—or sus- 
pects—file through. 


Even after a person is re- 
turned home from a TB hospital, 
he must receive regular chest 
X-rays and his progress must be | 
carefully watched.

For Man-on-Moon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 


— The House and Senate, 


in quick succession, voted overwhelmingly Thursday 
to give President John F. Kennedy all the money he 
asked to rocket ahead in the race to put an American 
astronaut on the moon before a Russian gets there. 


The bill, which now goes to the 


President, authorizes the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration, to spend $1.7 billion this 
year, including $10 million for the 
man-on-the-moon project. Ken- 
nedy’s goal is to send an Ameri- 
can-manned space craft to the 
moon by 1970. 


The House approved the meas- 
ure by a vote of 354 to 59. The 
Senate completed congressional 
action by a vote minutes later. 


Work on weather and communi- 
cations satellites and larger rock- 
et boosters also would be financed 
by the measure. Former Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower re 
quested about $1 billion for NASA. 
Kennedy twice requested increas- 
es in the wake of Soviet space 
feats. 


The measure sets ceilings on 
NASA spending in the 12 months 
that started July 1. Later legisla- 
tion will provide the actual cash. 


Kennedy challenged Congress in 
a special State of the Union speech 
in May to pull out all stops in the 
moon race. 


NASA Chief James Webb has 
said the United States has a good 
chance of beating Russia to the 
moon with a spaceman. However, 
he said the Soviet Union probably 
would send a man into orbit 
around the moon before the Unit- 
ed States. 


The nation that puts a man on 
the moon first would win tre- 
mendous prestige around the 
world. It also might gain an in- 
valuable military advantage by 
setting up rocket bases and de. 
tection systems there. 


Kennedy’s moon race speedup 
was e to cost an extra $7 
billion to $9 billion over the next 
five years. By 1970, it may cost 
$20 billion. 


Opponents of the NASA authori- 
zation mainly were critics of the 
moon project. 


Rep. Perkins Bass, D-N.H., a 
member of the House Space com- 
mittee, said the United States al- 
ready is so far behind Russia in 
large rocket boosters that it 
probably can’t win the moon race. 


Castro Jails 
200,000 to 
Stifle Foes 


MIAMI, Fla. (UPI)—Travelers 
from Havana reported Thursday 
a new and sweeping government 
roundup of political enemies as 
a preliminary to next week’s 
Fidel Castro festivities. 


Cuba will be in a holiday mood 
throughout almost all of next 
week in connection with the 
eighth anniversary observance of 
the 26th of July revolutionary 
movement, 


An estimated 200,000 are behind 
improvised bars in major Cuban 
cities as Castro’s political police 
seek to assure a ‘‘peaceful’’ ob- 
servance of the anniversary, ac- 
cording to travelers. Those in 
Havana have been lodged in the 
same improvised ‘‘jails’’ in which 
the regime’s suspected enemies 
were lodged during the abortive 
April 19 Pig’s Bay invasion. 


On that occasion, more than 
60,000 Cubans were rounded up 
in Havana alone and an estimated 
quarter of a million elsewhere 
in the republic.

3. To make scarlet buds, cut |

Pull thread and shirt tightly 
Twist and turn shirred strip 
until you form a cluster that 
looks like a bud.

_ The world is your oyster, if you will only wear a 


_ Propaganda? You bet. And yet, the Millinery In- 
stitute of America might not be exaggerating too 
much with their theme of the recent show in New 


York of fall hats. 


Perhaps the reason it sound- 
ed a bit far fetched is that the 
situation has gotten like Lilly 
Dache said—women have al- 
most forgotten how to use a 
hat as a weapon. 


Said the volcanic Lilly: “Al- 
though we have all learned to 
appreciate hair as part of the 
fashion silhouette, and most 
women today understand the 
art of make-up, many women 
will have to re-learn the art of 
magnifying their charm, beauty 
and personality through hats.” 


That being the case, then, 
this is going to be a good sea- 
son to start your studying— 
the subjects couldn't be more 
varied in shape, material and 
color. 


Begin your new course in hats 
with color. It’s basic to your 
success and it’s the one phase 
of the new hats with which you 
can associate some familiarity. 


COLORS EXCITING 

Space blue looked particular- 
ly exciting in combination with 
greys, pink, magenta and vio- 
let tones. It was shown with 
fashions of greens, browns and 
russet as well as black. Ma- 
genta, a purpley red, was the 
spark for fashions of murky 
tones. Russet, a reddish-brown, 
was prominent since many of 
the fall fashions fall in the color 
spectrum of browns and gold 
tones. Black was pointed to as 
indispensable this fall. 


Now the shape of fall hats 
may require a bit more re- 
search since you're interested 
in relearning the art of hat 
wearing. But since you're into 
the course to get something out 
of it, you can certainly take 
your choice of shapes. They are 
numerous — sufficiently large, 
sufficiently small. 


Brims are generally small or 
rolled back close to the face. 
They frequently tilt to the right 
side and some have a flare, 
turned up at one edge or rip- 
pled. And, although the brim 
may tilt with its fold or roll, 
the crown is straight and meant 
to be worn straight on the 
head. Most often, they are high 
but outlines of hats in general 
are blurred by fuzzy, fluffy and 
furry textures as well as by 
manipulation of materials. 


That is to say, this fall hat 
materials are more featured 
than hat shapes. Sable and 
mink are often dyed in colors 
such as blue, magenta or rus- 
set. Angora-type felts can hard- 
ly be distinguished from natural 
furs. And hats vie with fashion 
for the big nod to bugle beads, 
sequin and jet embroideries as 
well as feathers. 


John Frederics created pill- 
boxes and halos in feathers and 
wanted everyone to know his 
feathers are de-asthmatized. 
Like a woman's torso are the 
Frederics’ creations molded into 
berets, toques and cloches of 
beaverlike fabrics. A new fabric 
of cordon stitched velvet, rib- 
bon on satin, made Frederics’ 
group of packable cloches, tur- 
bans, bac-berets and toques.

Dr. Wallace Denton, pastoral 
counselor, Midwest Christian 
Counseling Center, says he 
finds many wives of ministers 
are lonely people. 


“Approximately two-thirds of 
the wives who have participated 
in my research spontaneously 
discussed feelings of 
ness,” he said. 


Dr. Denton said many minis- 
ters’ wives seem to have diffi- 
culty finding those with whom 
they can be whole selves. 
“That is, they have no one

DILEMMA 


‘They feel that close friends 
within the church frequently 
engenders jealousies and leader- 
ship problems. But aloofness 
aggravates feelings of Joneli- 
ness.”’ 


Not all wives feel lonely, 
though. Some wives of minis- 
ters in the Atlanta area admit- 
ted that they seldom saw their 
husbands enough, but said they 
didn't feel lonely. Others said 
they felt lonely only ‘‘some- 
times.”’ 


Dr. Denton said, ‘‘Thirty min- 
utes of a minister’s time spent 
with his own family may be 
worth more to the kingdom of 
God than 30 minutes with a 
prospective church member.” 


The most frequent complaint 
voiced by the minister's wife 
is probably the lack of time for 
the whole family to be together. 
(This was a frequent complaint 
of Atlanta wives too.) 


Relatively few ministers 
take a day off to spend with 
the family. Many Atlanta min- 
isters who take a day off con- 


fess that they usually spend it 
playing golf with other minis- 
ters or friends. 


Dr. Denton says a pastor, like 
other husbands, may have dif- 
ficulty really understanding his 
wife’s need for his attention. 
He is not always able to sym- 
pathize with her need for get- 
ting away from the home and 
church occasionally. 


“He encounters the stimula- 
tion of a wide variety of experi- 
ences and persons during his 
workday, and is glad to get 
home! His wife, on the other 
hand, may enjoy a reasonable 
amount of housework and child 
care, but she has not had the 
wide variety of experiences and 
change of pace which his work 
affords,’’ Dr. Denton believes, 
ADVICE? 

Wives often fail to communi- 
cate this need to their busy hus- 
bands. One wife said she'll oc- 
casionally bring this matter up 
and her husband will Say, 
“What do you mean? You 
went to the church night supper 
the other night.” 


What advice would ministers’ 
wives give to a girl engaged to 
a minister? ‘‘Love him!” 

Until some 350 vears ago the 
state law in England did not 
recognize the legality of a min- 
ister being married. Ministers’ 
wives became legal when King 
James signed the Millinary Pe- 
tition in which the Puritans re- 
quested several rights includ- 
ing the right to marry. 


The idea was not readily ac- 
cepted. Mrs. Thomas Cramer, 
wife of the first Archbishop of 
Canterbury subsequent to the 
break with Rome, was forced 
to live in such retirement that 
she had to travel in a box with 
ventilating holes in the lid. 


Dr. Denton warns that the 
role of clergyman's wife may be 
thoroughly devastating. ‘The 
wife who seriously feels that 
she is trapped in a role with 
rigid expectations from the 
church, community and possibly 
the husband and herself is the 


wife who is likely to need and — 


seek counseling.” 


Dr. Denton believes the best 
therapy for this trouble is a 
healthy dose of love, attention 
and time from her minister 
husband.

John Hall Jacobs, director of 
Atlanta and Fulton County public 
libraries, said Thursday that plan- 
ning for the growth of libraries in 
Atlanta is just as important: as 
any other metropolitan project. 


Speaking at a luncheon spon- 
sored by the Metropolitan Plan- 
ning Commission at the YMCA, 
Jacobs told his audience that if 
Atlanta doesn’t plan its library 
services there will be a great 
deal of confusion in future years. 

Jacobs, who came to Atlanta 
from New Orleans in January, 
said he though Atlanta had a 
very adequate system of libraries 
but that one branch library need- 
ed immediate attention. 

“The Ida Williams Branch in 
Buckhead should be tripled im- 
mediately,” he warned. The 
Buckhead library issued 40.000 
books last month, which was one 
of the biggest totals in the coun- 
try, he said. 

Jacobs and his library staff are 
currently compiling a_ report 


which will outline the basic needs |

DETROIT’S BIGGEST HEROES: 


By CHARLIE ROBERTS 


The death of Ty Cobb will prick the memory 
buds of writers all over the nation, and long 
forgotten stories of the Georgia Peach will trickle 
from their typewriters into pub- 
lic print for the next several 
months. 


One of the finest verbal 
tributes ever paid the baseball 
immortal from Royston, Ga., 
- failed to make any of the stor- 
ies we saw following his pass- 
ing at Emory University Hos- 
pital Monday. 

John W. Smith, then mayor 
Oe of Detroit, said on May 5, 1925 
Charlie Roberts When Cobb was nearing the end 
of his brilliant career with the Tigers: ‘Two 
names stand alone in Detroit history as associ- 
ated with supreme degree of achievement in 
their respective fields, Henry Ford and Ty Cobb.” 


Cobb's turbulent nature while managing the 
Tigers in the early 1920s contributed much to 
the history of the Atlanta Crackers of that era, 
if one story was fact and not legend. 


The yarn was that Ray Francis, a very prom 
ising young left-handed pitcher, was sold to the 
Crackers by Detroit only because he had chal- 
lenged and whipped Cobb in three fights. The 
eccentric Francis became one of the Southern 
Association's most outstanding hurlers and after 
retirement settled in Atlanta. 


One of our favorite Cobb stories concerned 
the time Ty was steaming because an outfielder 
threw to what ordinarily would have been the 
wrong base and, because of the boner, cut him 
down on one of his wild dashes. “I can out- 
smart the smart players; I know what they'll 
do, but nobody can figure out what a dumb one 
will do,”’ railed Ty. 

It was appropriate, we thought, that on the 
day of Cobb’s death, the Crackers won a 10- 
inning game from Birmingham, 4-3, with some 
daring and artful Cobb-type base running. Ernie 
Redriguez stretched a single into a double with 
a great sweeping slide, claimed third with a 
head-first slide on a short wild pitch and scored 
the winning run on a very short sacrifice fly by 
upending the catcher with a feet-first slide. 


We never forgot the impression Cobb made 
on the wife of a veteran Southern sports writer, 
when she met him for the first time as a party 
guest: ““‘That man just had to win every argu- 
ment he got into,”’ she laughed. “I never saw 
anybody like him. I'd heard he was a great 
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competitor. He was a competitor in the conver- 
sation league all right.”’ 


In view of the prediction of brother John that 
Ty wouldn’t make good in baseball in Augusta 
because “he’s so muleheaded and can't take 
orders,’ we always wondered if the Augusta 
manager didn’t contribute more to his ultimate 
success than anyone. When the skipper shipped 
Cobb to Anniston, Ala., that break-in season for 
ignoring a bunt sign and hitting a home run, it 
apparently taught Ty a lesson. 


GUFFAW OF THE WEEK—The national pas- 
time and national anthem are inseparable as 
far as the 4-year-old nephew of ex-New York 
writer Guin Hall are concerned. The youngster 
had never heard the Star Spangled Banner ex- 
cept on TV prior to baseball games. On his 
first day in school it was played and sung—and 
at conclusion, the tot yelled: “‘Play ball.” 


EX-CRACKERS ON PARADE—Gene Wallace, 
playing second base for Omaha, saved a 3-2 vic- 
tory over Houston for Gene Snyder with a sen- 
sational fielding play in the eighth inning. Wal- 
lace slipped and fell while making a great catch 
and threw out the runner while lying flat on his 
back. Ironically it was the only one of 10 Omaha 
assists not made by third baseman Johnny Goryl. 


Houston pitcher Bill Griffin, warming up be- 
fore an inning, almost hit Omaha's Jim Koranda, 
waiting to hit, with a pitch and touched off a 
near free-for-all. Burly, mild-mannered Koranda, 
they say, gave Griffin a going-over before police 
quelled the riot. .. .

as we can discover. 


Other types (threre are four) in- 
volve peeling, thick scaling, and, 
in the fourth type, known as 
Senear-Usher Syndrome, the face 
and chest show many kinds of 
rashes as well as the blisters. 


This last type gives a far bright- 
er prospect of recovery than the 
others—indeed, for whatever rea- 
son, pneumonia is one of the 
great risks with pemphigus, al- 
though perhaps not until months 
or years after the patient has be- 
gun trying to cope with the dis- 
ease. 


In sober candor, there is very 
little that is pleasant to report 
about this disease, although the 
comfort of patients, as well as 
prolongation of life, is much im- 
proved by the use of cortisone. 
Before the development of that 
drug, there was little that could 
be done about pemphigus. 


The cause of the disease is un- 
known, and hence we have no un- 
derstanding of why Jewish people 
are more frequently affected by 
it than others. It is, decidedly, a 
serious and dangerous ailment. 


It is possible that the Senear- 
Usher Syndrome may be related 
to the discoid type of Lupus 
erythematosus,
